1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a method for reducing time to result in the form 
of agglutination by combining and incubating a sample with antigen positive RBCs in 
specific parameters comprising 1 ) addition of an admixture of low ionic strength diluent 
solution, 2) at a temperature of 37°C, 3) for 2 minutes to 15 minutes, and 4) in 
continuous agitation throughout the incubation.
